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HIGHWAY COMMISSIONER\S REPORT 



A long range program for the annual retreatment of the 
highways is developing. This calls for the improvement of certain 
roads each year. The type of retreatment is being improved, so 
that the surface is more suitable and has longer wearing qualities. 
Main Street and South Street were resurfaced several years ago 
with a very expensive pre-mixed hot asphalt application. Two 
sections of the West Road and Etist Street have been given heav}^ 
pea stone mix-in-place applications. Portions of Church Street, 
High Street, and School were so treated this summer. More of the 
heavily travelled streets should be retreated with this pea stone 
mix. However, such work is more expensive because the pea 
stone has to be purchased, instead of produced from our local 
gravel pit, more tar is required and the labor cost is greater. The 
lesser travelled streets must be resurfaced periodically and the 
usual single application of tar and local gravel is used for them. 
New work is also done with two applications of tar with local 
gravel. The following streets were retreated during the summer: 
Pine, Cliff, Williams, Center, Patch, Pleasant, Eden Avenue, 
Charles, Meadow and Willow. 

The winter maintenance program is also changing. The snow 
must be promptly scraped and plowed, and the hills then sanded. 
There is some desire to have bare surfaces and so apphcations of 
salt are used. The results of this type of work are not always 
uniform, for exposure, time, temperature and amount of travel 
play an important part. 

The new Chevrolet Truck with the scraper and automatic 
Sander is a very useful piece of equipment. It is necessary to 
purchase special sand to use with this sander. Applications of 
this coarse sand may be better at certain times, but here also the 
cost is more.

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HEALTH OFFICER'S REPORT 



1952 

We have experienced during the past year, an epidemic of 
Chicken Pox and also one of Mumps. While the Chicken Pox 
has infected most of the susceptible youngsters, the Mumps 
has also claimed several adults, as well as children, as victims. 
Both Chicken Pox and Mumps have been wide spread throughout 
New England, so Proctor is no exception. 

oWhile placarding is no longer required by the Vermont State 
Health Department, communicable diseases are still quar- 
anteened. The law requires the attending physician or the 
head of the household to notify the health officer of all com- 
municable diseases. It is a family responsibility to see that the 
patient is confined to the house during the communicable stage, 
and to advise all visitors that a communicable disease is present. 

The pre-school clinics have continued during the year under 
the able sponsorship of the P. T. A. 

At the present writing, no cases of Influenza have been 
reported in the Proctor area, although there is a general world 
wide epidemic.

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REPORT OF THE 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING PROGRAM 



The Vermont Department of Health since July 1, 1951 has 
offered a program which affords an opportunity for all the to^yns 
in the State to have fcome Public Health Nursing Service. Prior 
to this date, certain towns did not share the benefits of this Ser- 
vice. The offering of a state-wide Public Health Nursing Service 
has necessitated the need of making it a limited program due to 
the amounts of funds available for this purpose. This service 
has been financed entirely b}^ State and Federal Tax funds. No 
town contributions are required. 

Under the new program, it is necessary for local citizens and 
school personnel to take the initiative in the developing of their 
own community health programs with the advice and assistance 
of the Public Health Nurse. 

In addition to assisting with the health program for infants, 
preschool and school children, the Public Health Nurse, under the 
supervision of the family ph3''sician, may give services to persons 
reported with tuberculosis and venereal disease, since the control 
of these diseases is delegated by law to the Health Department. 

The report of Miss Mary Schinoski, Public Health Nurse, 
for the period January 1, 1952 through December 31, 1952 shows 
the following services were given by her.

Stiles, Superintendent of Schools, the School Board, Mrs. Frank 
Olne}'- and members of the Parent-Teachers' Association,
